Aunun! Repert of the Board of Mrecters—Ope’
S rntions of the Benrd During 1870,

We have received a copy of the Annual Re-

rt of the Board of Directors of the Lehigh

alley Rallroad Company, read al the meeting
of the stockholders at the office In this eity, on
January 9.

The report states that there bas been a
marked Inerease in the coal tonnage of the road,
which reached 3,022,419 tons In 1570, an Increase
over 1809 of 1,201,020 tons. The inorease in
net recolpts, however, does not corregpond with
that of the traflic, as the rates of transporin-
tidh were lower than during the provions year,
The receipts of the year from all sounrces, in-
cluding Interest on  investments and Income
fromn conl lande, amounted to $#6,207,274°08; the
expenses of npcrnumi the road were §4.617,-
407 8%, leaving & net income of #2580 86470,
applicable to loterest, dividends, Btate and
catioual taxes, geueral oflice expenses, ele,
Out of thin amonnt the usual  divideads,
amounling to ten per cent. on the capital
stock, were pald during the yvear. Payment was
duly made by the stockholders on all of the
scrip oulstanding at the date ol ihe last report,
and the account has been closed.

During the vear, $127,000 of the bonds dae In
1873, and $2500 of those of the late Hazleton
Raollroad Company, dae in 1872, were paid off.
Unpder the decision of the Bupreme Court of the
United State=. the Interest onthese bonds is doe
in gold, and it nas therefore been so pald.

The board advised the stockholders al thelr
lost nnnoal moeting that the further advances

necegsary 1o be made to the Pennsylvania and |

New York Canal and Ralirond Company, and
the additional equipment contracted for and
needed for the Lehigh Valley Road, wonld re-
guire a large increase of cnrplml. To woeet these
wants, and to provide for futare conlingencies,
the board directed the execution of nanother
mortgage, to become a fecond mortgage as 40on
as the oplstanding old bonds ean be redesmaod
amounting to #£0,000,000, to secure six thoasand
bonde of €1000 each to he reglstered and bear 7
wr cent, Interest, free of State and Unlied
itntes taxes., Of thesc, #1,560,000 have bean
negotinted on very favorable terma, and the re-
maioder will be issued as required. There is

&.Il beyond the amounut of old Lohlgn Vallay
bonds aod those of the Hazleton Coal Cotnpany
outslanding.

Mornlng—An Interesting Heport.

This morning at 11 o'clock being the time for
the annual meeting of the subseribers to the
Church Home for Children, a number of ladies
and gentlemen assembled at the home bullding.
Twenty-second and Pine etreets. The Right
Rev, Bishop Stevens took the chair and opened
the ?eellux with prayer. The Rev. Mr. Davies
was appolrted secrelary.,

The annual report was presented and read by
Hev. E. W. Appleton. It seta forth that “‘there has
been the usua! average of admissions aud dismis.
slons cunnf the year past, the inmates now num-
bering 06, of whom 45 are girls and 18 bhoys, Toore
¢an be no stronger argument for the uecessity of
enlarging the Home than the constant appeals for
shelter which are simost dally mude to the commit-
tee of admission, bat which they are [oresd to re-
fuse simply on sccount of the insailicioncy of the
pregent accommodations.

1f these appeils from heipless agd homeless child-

hood could only reach the ears of the Churen at
large, we feel thatany mriher word from us would
be nunccessary to induce Its members to hasten, by
their material aid, the project of removal and ep-
largement. The corner-stons of the new building
(of which mention was made o the last report) was
laid with approprigte ceremon.cs at Angora (the
fret station on the West Chester and Media Rall-
road) on the afternoon of Ogtober 42, 1870, T'he plan
which has been adopled was deslgned by T, W,
Hichards, Esq., snd combines, &8 we thiok,
architecrtural beauty with great almpli-
clty and comfort, Due attention Rav
heen pald to the lighting and venulation, so as
to make it & bright and bewithy homo for children.
There will be a centre bullding with symmetrical

Heported Capture of the Wemnr-Stabber—
Twao Pollcemen Disgnised ns Womea Arrest
Mim after Brenkleg His Arm.

The Willlamsburg vampire, who has besn stab-
ning women and it le girls for the last two months
in that city, has at l#t been arrested, Twenty-one
policemen had, by orders of thelr superior offlcers,
donned wolnen's clothes, and then walked aloay the
sireets where Lhe yampire, as he has besu called,
commits the most of Lis terrible crimes.

Thelr woll-managed plan and vigllance have heen
rewarded with succeas, and on Saturday night at 11
o'vlock OMeer Tom Taggart, belonging to the sta.
tion on Fourth street, between North First and
North SBecond streets, in compuny with another om-
cer, was quletly walking along, both of whom were
draped {io women's clothes with long waterproof
cloaks eovering thelr bodies, and with green vells
covering their faces, Taggart belag some distance
alead of the other, as hatl been previously arcanged,
when suddenly the dreaded vamplire darted ont from
behind & projecting wall, and, unobserved by the
oficer, was steallng cautlousiy u!: behind him,
wlhen the oMeer behind observing his movements,

rapped on the pavomepnt with his club, Tafrert of
course turnad around jast in time to Aave his !ile,
peruaps, as the vampire, with a long stiletto gleam-
ing in the starlight, was about to plunge It into the
disgulsed oMoers Laok, Taggart sprang 10
slde with the veloclty of a ocatamonnt,
and qulck as lightoipg struck with his club
the arm of the sangainary monster, The foree
of the blow was 80 grest that the arm was broken
near the clbow. The other officer then ran up, and
the two together, with a great deal of difticulty, took
the scoundarel to the station house, The vampire
fought them all the way, kickiog and fAghting the
oMeers ke a Uger, notwithstanding his broken
arm.
